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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 , The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly teach a planarized ultra fine particle film forming 
method for forming a planarized ultra fine particle film from a deposited film of ultra fine 
particles (the particles being about 1 ^m, see spec page 1 , line 4) formed by supplying 
the ultra fine particles to a substrate, the method comprising a planarizing step of 
planarizing a surface of the deposited film of the ultra fine particles by blowing 
planarizing fine particles having a grinding/polishing function at an oblique incidence 
angle toward the surface of the deposited film. The closest prior art, to Mishima et al, 
US005928719A, teaches that it is known to make a film of ultra fine particles by blowing 
the particles onto a substi-ate, or by "etching" (abrading) the substrate by blowing the 
ultra fine particles on the substrate in a range of specific angles. There is no teaching of 
forming a film of ultra fine particles, then planarizing by blowing fine particles at an angle 
toward the surface of the deposited film. Further, there is no teaching of a planarized 
ultra fine particle film forming apparatus for forming a planarized ultra fine particle film 
from a deposited film of ultra fine particles the planarized film forming apparatus 
comprising a substrate for holding a film, a nozzle for supplying ultra fine particles to the 
substrate to form a deposited film, and a spray apparatus that jets out planarizing fine 
particles towards the deposited film to planarize the film of the ultra fine particles on the 
substrate, wherein the planarizing fine particles from the spray apparatus have a 
grinding/polishing function and are blown at an oblique incidence angle toward the 
surface of the deposited film. Again, the closest art, to 719, does not teach providing a 
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nozzle for supplying ultra fine particles to form the film, or a spray apparatus that jets 
out planarlzing fine particles towards the film to planarize the film. 719 teaches 
supplying one or the other, not both.
